Most of them werelmsklag thsir first '^vlsit, according to 
CARAVEL and th^ could not escape owisiuves quickly enough;^,. ;In his aiitlclee 
CASAVXIi has admitted various short c<mni ngs ? to ;do othexvlse would unquastlonably 
have at best been Interpreted by his 'professional equals as sycophantic . fawning, 
hut he has sou^t, wlthoTrtsattengitlng to ^ss them over, to place them in a 
balanced perspective.. The fbase officer has had several rather ? ft>»gtby conver- 
sations with CARAVEL about his findings in FBERIME, and is convinced that this 
attitude la genuine, and furthermore that be has taken it upon himself to dislodge 
the false or distorted impressions now entertained by his foreign colleagues .
